Carried on the Tidal (Vavc W hich 
W ashed Men, Women and Children 
From the Second Stories o f B uild­ 
ings-—Number o f Dead and Injured 
Unknown. 


New York, Dec. 14.—Tire great steel 
gas tank of the Consolidated Gas com­ 
pany, the largest of its kind in the 
world, collapsed last evening, 
it went 
down with a crash and rear like a great 
explosion. 
Masonry of granite blocks 
and bricks to the hight of 50 feet fell 
like a child’s toyhou.se of blocks, and 
loosed from bondage 8,000,000 gallon* of 
water, deluged the streets and in a 
10-foot tidal wave carried death aud de­ 
struction 
through 
the 
surrounding 
neighborhood. 
It is not known how 
many were killed aud injured. 
The steel tank was 178 feet in diame­ 
ter and 100 feet high. 
Rising out of the 
ground to a hight of 60 feet was a great 
circular wall of granite and brick many 
feet in thickness. 
This was filled with 8,000.000 gallons 
of water. 
A gang of men were at work 
under a foreman filling the pit with 
water to make the first “water test.” 
The great tank seemed to withstand 
the test well. 
The laborers were even 
beginning to gather up their tools to 
knock off. 
There were many people on 
the street mid crowded streetcars com­ 
ing aud going. 
Suddenly came an awful crash. 
The 
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men below had scarcely time to fly from 
beneath the falling walls ere they were 
picked up by the mass of rolling water 
and hurled hundreds of feet away. In­ 
to the basement, the first and second 
floors of factories and tenements, rushed 
the flood.
